The out-to-lunch policy is 
being revised for the second 
semester due to many traffic prob- 
lems. 

According to Principal Charles 
King, “The number of cars leav- 
ing the parking lot at the same 
time has created such traffic con- 
gestion that seniors rarely have 
more than ten minutes to eat 
lunch. The traffic congestion cre- 
ates a safety and fire hazard.” 

In order to combat this prob- 
lem, the Board of Education has 
proposed several alternatives. The 
most popular proposal involves an 
alternate day cycle. Seniors whose 
last names begin with the letters A 
thru L would be able to go out on 
days one and four, while seniors 
whose last name begins with the

letters M thru Z would be able to 
go out to lunch on days two, three 
and five. This schedule would be 
rotated every week. 

The Board has also considered 
other options. At last month’s 
Board meeting, student liaison se- 
nior Kenneth Stahl proposed a 
mandatory car pool rule. If this 
policy goes into effect, every car 
going out to lunch must have at 
least four people in it in order to 
reduce the traffic. 

In addition, the school would 
hire another crossing guard to 
help facilitate the flow of traffic. 

The Student Council will be 
holding a meeting in April to dis- 
cuss these various proposals. All 
students are encouraged to voice 
their opinions. 


Senior cut day inexcusable

Any senior who re- 
ceives an unexcused absence on 
the make-up day will receive a 
week of summer detention and 
will have his/her diploma withheld 


until the detentions are served.

The EBHS girls soccer team, 
formerly ranked number one in 
the nation, was knocked out of its 
first place position on March 27, 
1993, due to a “crazy allegation,” 
according to girls coach Brian 
Merrigan. 

James Shiffle of USA Today, the 
national newspaper that ranks high 
school athletic teams nationally, 
called Coach Merrigan on the 
morning of March 27 and told him 
that his team had lost its standing 
as the top team in the nation. 

“I was in shock. I thought it 
was a practical joke or something, 
but I realized that it wasn't. This 
guy was for real, and we really 
aren't number one anymore,” said 
Coach Merrigan. 

The reason for the change in 
the ranking of the soccer teams 
was the complaint of the Fridge 
High School girls soccer team in 
Crooked Creek, Alaska. The team 
said that it had had more wins than 
the EBHS team and was being dis- 
criminated against because Alaska 
is not part of the continental 


United States. 

“The accusation [of discrimina- 
tion] is completely ridiculous. ‘The 
rankings are based on the number 
of wins and performance on the 
field, not on where you're from. 
Just because no Alaskan teams 
have ever been in the top ten does- 
n't mean that they are being dis- 
criminated against; it just means 
that they are not good enough,” 
said Coach Merrigan.

Baseball dome to be installed at EBHS

A plan to build a lighted, arti- 
ficial turf baseball stadium has 
been approved by the East 
Brunswick Board of Education. 
The field, which should be com- 
pleted by the 1997 baseball sea- 
son, will be indoors and will have 
3,000 seats. The decision to build 
the stadium was made in 
response to the complaints of 
numerous members of the base- 
ball coaching staff about rain- 
outs, a shoddy infield, and lack of 
attendance. 

“T think this is great,” said 
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senior Matthew Roth who cur- 
rently plays for the Bears baseball 
team. “It’s ridiculous that we’ve 
got to play outdoors in March. It 
will be a relief to the players that 
they woan’t have to play in the 
cold and rain. I’m just disap- 
pointed that I won’t be able to 
play there.” 

The new stadium will cost 
approximately five million dol- 
lars, but it is expected that the 
revenue from tickets sold will 
raise most of that money back. 
Also, the team will have an 
annual candy bar sale to raise 
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money. 

Mr. Tom Hockenjos, the 
Bears coach, admits that he never 
thought that the administration 
would agree to the plan, but he is 
delighted that the stadium will be 
built. “We’re going to have a 
facility like none other in the 
county. We’re going to have to 
learn how to play on artificial 
turf, but it’s going to be great. 
Plus, the best part is that we’re 
going to have a lot of fans at our 
games now. I would expect that 
everyone would want to come see 


us in that type of facility,” he said. 
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
